Phebe L. Brown. 


We rarely chronicle the death of so 


old a person as Phebe L. Brown, a ven- 
erablo and respected colored woman 
who died November Sth in this city, 
aged iii»£ty-fivo years, for she was born 
December 1st, 171)2. 
Her father was 


named Overing, and came from Africa 
direct to Xewport, and was doubtless a 
slave, but of him little is known. Her 
mother, Comfort Overing, was born 
Xov. 1st, 1750, and died January 5th, 
1844, being nearly the same age as hor 
daughter at the time of her death. She 
is remembered by our older people as 
old Aunt Comfort, and was a pious, ex- 
cellent woman. I'hobc Overing mar- 
ried Lymaii 11. Littlclield Dec. 1st, 1814. 
He was asca-faring man and was drown- 
ed May 10th, 1S2L', in the Tobagos river, 
and his widow married Perry Brown, 
April llth, 18;!5. Ho was a Philadel- 
phia!], but settled in Xewport. Tie was 
a leader among his people, and was a 
man of remarkable stature and appear- 
ance. 


Phebe L. Brown was for many years 


known as Mother Brown, aiid was a de- 
vout Christian woman, greatly esteemed 
by all who knew hor. With her death 
passes away about the lajt of the old- 
fashioned colored people of Xewport. 
The dates and ages wo have given are 
authentic, as they arc taken from the 
well-worn familyiBible, which contains 
in the 'family record these "simple an- 
nals of tho poor."

Thursday's Sham Battle. 


The sham battle which has been a 


lKidiiij£snbjoct of conversation in all 
circles for the past several weeks, was 
successfully fought to a finish on 
Thursday and the various manruvres 
were witnessed by thousands of inter- 
estcd spectators. The naval Heel, com- 
posed of tho Richmond, Ossipce, Dol- 
phin, Galena and Atlanta, tiled out to 
sea shortly after daybreak in full fight- 
ing order, and it was their attempt to 
return that gave the signal of battle. 
The Fort had been put on tho defen- 
sive and as the top-masts of tho cau- 
tiously approaching vessels' appeared 
in sighta warm reception was in readi- 
ness for them. Tho first shot was tired 
from the flagship Richmond but it was 
quickly answered from tho fort and a 
rapid interchange of shots followed in 
a most exciting manner. The entire 
fleet, succeeded in running the gaunt- 
let,howovei'—with tho exception of the 
Ossipeo which canio in contact with and 
exploded one of tho many torpedoes 
which had been set along tho channel 
as an additional protection against the 
vessels1 approach—and steamed up the 
bay to an anchorage off Coddington's 
Poinr.proparatory to thu land attack. 


The signal to "land the brigade" was 


driven shortly after, one o'clock and 
boats from tho several vessels were 
quickly manned and formed in column 
open order. Thus tho advance was 
made until abreast the place of landing 
when tho boats closed up and, moving 
l)y loft flank, proceeded to the beach 
under the protecting 
fire from tho 


ships. The first firing, was on the ex- 
tremc right, where tho ilr.st landing 
iiad been made, and it was kept up 
until tho several boats' crews had land- 
ed at the extreme left. The main land- 
ing force advanced slowly in skirmisli 
line, meeting and returning the rapid 
Ire of the blue jackets and the defence 
was finally driven hack to the line ol 


near tho shore. This advance 


was continued and promised to sweep 
everything before it. But before it 
readied the line of defence it received 
a volly from tho troops under- covoi 
which caused a halt and finally a re- 
reat. The defence then assumed the 
offensive and with the aid of .the -light 
lattery,—which had left the fort im- 
mediately upon the naval fleet's suc- 
cessful passage through the channel,— 
succeeded in driving the enemy back 
o their boats and thus brought to nn 
end a most exciting contest.

In view of these facts, 


which might be multiplied indefinitely, 
ought we not rid omselves of the in- 
herited social idea that it is u shameful 
thing for young women to be taught to 
support themselves by honorable in- 
lustryV 


in an early stage of the Lite war, bo- 


fore the government had organized its 
various departments, I saw n 1'ody of 
soldiers march from St. Louis camp of 
rendezvous, and embark on boats to go 
down the Mississippi. 
Among them 


wore companies without uniforms and 
without equipments. 
Tlie men wore 


tho citizens dress in whicli they had 
enlisted. It was explained that they 
had been ordered to tho front immedi- 
ately after enlistment, in advance of 
the arrival of their uniforms and guns, 
to maintain the morale of tho army, 
which was unfavorably affeeted by the 
mustering out of large numbers who 
had enlisted on short terms of scroice.

green boys in tho clothing of civilians

ment. Shot at, shot down, they could 
inakc|no defence; for tl oy had not boon 
supplied with tho munitions of war, not 
taught how to uso them. 


Itis as wasteful, as unwise, as inhu- 


man, 
to send out delicately nurtured 


and tenderly reared young daughters 
out from the house to light the battle 
of life without an equipment in the 
form of an industrial and business edu- 
cation, ns it was to send these hapless 
young follows to fight the enemy with- 
out drill, and without guns. 
The re- 


sults are more disastrous, and roach 
farther. Our daughters are not shot 
down, like tho untrained military re- 
cruit; they livo, but with no individual 
grasp on life. 
They become anxious 


concerning the future, with no power 
to provide for it. At the mercy of cir- 
cumstances which they know not how 
to control; victims of potty beliefs, old 
abuses, and respectable tyrannies, they 
drop into mental Ill-health, and bodily 
disease comes with it. 


Or they marry and make faithful, 


loving, lovely wives to admiring hus- 
bands. Hut the husband dies. 
Ho 


was living on a salary, which ceases 
with his life. 
Ilis young widow has 


one or more children. What is sho to 
do? Or the husband may drop into 
permanent invnlidism, or into bank- 
ruptcy, or into dissolute habits. If the

Harly shaped head, provided with bull' 
eyes cloned by thick glass.

and raising were effected by admitting 
and pumping out water. The boat wa 
designed for placing torpedoes mule 
hostile vessels, and wits successfully 
tested, but was, unfortunately, crushci 
by the 
pressure of the water at ji 


depth of thirty feet. It will be recon 
Btrnctcd and preserved as the firs 
venture in submarine warfare.—[Phila 
dclphiaKecord.

the lobbyists can raise enough boodle 
to capture Congress, which I do not be- 
lieve is purchasable, as a whole,though 
there are reasons for concluding that 
some members have their regular prices 
for votes and inlluenco. If that were 
uot true tlio occupation of the lobby- 
ists would bo gone, nnd these persua- 
sive individuals would disappear from 
the corridors of the Capitol. 


Other legislation that is needed aud 


will he attempted is a change in both 
tho time of electing Congressmen and 
tho date for the) mooting of that body. 
At present a Congress is chosen thir- 
teen months -before! it convenes, which 
is neither in accord with our plan 01 
popular representation, nor with the 
advanced ideas that dominate and per- 
meate the modern republican system of 
government. 
The right way would be 


to elect Congressmen iu November, and 
have the session begin—not on the first 
Monday in December, as now, but on 
tho lirst Monday in January, following 
tho election, thus at a single stroke of 
good policy dispensing with the long 
interim anil tho useless holiday adjourn- 
ment, which latter, coining in two or 
three weeks after1 the opening of the 
session, seems to your correspondent 
to bo largely in the line of a farcical 
performance for a hofly of such power 
and dignity as the National legislature.

The Science of Feeding "Cattle for 


Milk. 


Colonel Mason 0. Wold has the fol- 


lowing to say on the feeding of dairy 
cows, tt is worthy tlio consideration 
of BVcryono who keeps cows: "\Vo all 
want a cow to do her best. 
What is 


her best? Is it to consume nearly a 
dollar's worth or even a dollar's worth 
of feed a day to secure an Increase of a 
few ounces of butter? No. Should wo 
not consider her as doing her best 
when she is fed economically—enough 
to enablo her to hold her own and give 
most profit to her owner? 
But cows 


differ in so many ways that no nnivers; 
M ration can be recommended, not oven 
one proportioned to tho live weight. 
When upon grass or good hay they may 
jury tie amount of what they eat ac- 
cording to the demands of tho system, 
but as it Is well known that, while for 
a deer or n wild cow, tho varied herbage 
of the hill side may ho a perfect ration 
for a cow bred for 1,000 years to give 
more milk and butter than any natural 
wild cow gives to Her ciilf, the ration, 
of grass is not alone sufficient to supply 
the nerds of a cow giving a largo quan- 
tity, nf rich milk. It should be supple- 
mented by grain and nhosphntic salts. 


"After giving the subject considera- 


tempts to kick, Tho milker must show 
no nervousness or timidity. An Kng- 
lishman of experience, and very suc- 
cessful in breaking heifors and even old 
cows which had acquired tho kicking 
habit, advises to operate—tho heifer 
bnlng inclined to be wild—as given be- 
low: 
(iot tho young cow into a stable, 


and if you havo stanchions that will 
hold her all tho bettor; but if not, tio 
bor up with ft ropo around her horns or 
nock, hitched short, then with a rope 
tied to a hamo-strap, buckle tho strap 
around the forefoot between tho hoof 
and the first joint; put the rope Around 
her body, draw up tho foot and tio the 
rope sufficiently short so that sho can't 
roach her foot to tho ground. Sho is 
iiow in proper shape for milking.— 
Standing on throo fogs and unable to 
free tho other, she givos up atonco,and 
soon becomes gentle and kind. If she 
is of an unusually nervous, kicking dis- 
position, the bind leg next to tho milk- 
er may be buckled to a ropo and around 
her li>g near the hoof, and hitched to a 
post or something solid behind her. 
She will soon got tired of kicking, and 
entirely givo it. up. Usually hitching 
'ier by tho head, elt'ier by stanchions 


l>o, and strapping up her foro- 


fowls.

The liailway Ago, yesterday shows 


that thus far this year, there have been 
constructed in tho United States of 
Canada (I,-I08 miles of railroad, against 
tho following mileage in tho entiro.years 
mentioned, 188(1, 0,000; 188B, )!,«08; 1884, 
3,825; 1882, 
0,741; 1882, 11,508: 1881, 


0,790. 
With these exceptions tho 


mileage exceeds greatly that of any 
other year. Kansas continues, its last 
year, far iu the load, showing already 
in addition of at least 1,080 miles since 
tho year began. Nebraska follows next 
with a report of 807 miles, Texas with 
834 miles, Colorado with 718 miles, and 
Dakota with (ISO miles, these four states 
and one territory already having added 
4,71*8 miles of new railways, or more 
than half of tho total thus far reported 
for the entire connlry. The only por- 
tions of the United States from which 
no new track-laying has thus far been 
reported this year are Now Hampshire, 
Vermont, Connecticut, Ithode Island, 
Delaware and Nevada. 


Tho age says some dozen or more 


other great companies have each built 
hundreds of miles of road, and yet our 
records show that not far from 200 dif- 
ferent companies throughout tho coun- 
try have participated in tho work of 
construction, so that even if the great 
systems whoso progress has been so 
aggressive and rapid had notbeenspur- 
red on to competilivo building there 
would still have been thousands of 
miles of new rond built to moot tho 
natural demands of a rapidly growing 
and prosperous country.
